AN EXPLOSION IN ENGLAND. 

[From the Loudon Tillies, April S5.] 

About half -past eight on Friday 
night an explosion of dynamite in a 
now railway tunnel, which is being 
fonnod at Cy minor; near Maestog re- 
sulted in the death of thirteen persons. 
Tho tunnel was to be about 1,000 
yards long. It is worked night and 
day, and at the time of tho explosion 
the "night shift" men had beon at 
work about tsvo hours and a half. The 
inhabitants of the valley hearing aloud 
report from that direction, tho village 
was instantly deserted, men, women 
and children making their way toward 
tho tunnel. There was little to bo seen 
but thick white sinoko, with which tho 
tunnel scorned to bo tilled. It was 
known that a number of men— about 
thirty— wore insido, audit was suppos- 
ed that all were killed. William El - 
liott rushed into the tunnel when tho 
smoke had scarcely began to clear 
away. Ho was inside oniy a few min- 
utes when he was overcomo by tho 
fumes, and had to be carried out. Ho, 
however, retained consciousness long 
enough to see that dreadful work had 
been done. Bofore he had proceeded 
far he stumbled over tho body of a 
man who, though prostrated, was not 
dead. It was while endeavoring to 
take this man to the mouth of the tun- 
nel that he becamo insensible. Elliot 
also saw other bodies lying about. 
After he had been brought out, a party, 
headed by Major Beaumont, who hap- 
pened to be staying in tho neighbor- 
hood, and Mr. Hanson, inn., tho con- 
tractor for tho section of tho railway 
leading up to tho tunnel, began tho 
search for bodies, and brought two 
man out alive. Then ten dead bodies 
were brought out rapidly and laid near 
the mouth of tho tunnol on a heap of 
straw. Fifteen more were thou brought 
out from the inner workings. There 
still remained two men and a boy, 
whose bodies the searchers could not 
find, although they worked until far 
into the night. Tho bodies were ro- 
moved on planks to some empty huts 
a the bottom of of the village. 

English Mail. 

" Tho Benchers of Gray's Inn, after a 
long correspondence with Dr. Kenea- 
ly, have commenced legal proceedings 
in'order to compel him to give up pos- 
session of the chambers in tlio Inn oc- 
cupied by him previously to his being 
disbarred, and which he has wince re- 
fused to vacate. Dr. Kenoaly ques- 
tions tho validity of his disbarment.and 
he has filed a counter claim against 
the Benchers for .£25,000 damages for 
their "malicious and tortuous and ille- 
gal acts." . 

A Konigsberg (Prussia) journal 
states that all officers belonging to tho 
Firut Army Corps, who have not, in 
spite of tho instructions given them by 
their superiors, gone through tho re- 
ligious as well as tho civil form of mar- 
riage service, have just received tho 
following notice : "First Army Corps 
—General in Command, Konigsberg, 
April i, 1876.— The military authority 
undorsiguod informs you that by a 
Cabinet order of His Majesty you cease 
to belong to the Army. The General 
in Command, Barnekow." 

A photograph of p. yeung lady in 
Franco recently revealed spots, which 
wore not visible on tho lady's lace. A 
little later tho spots did appear, and 
she died of small-pox. Tho suggestion 
is being used by smart doctors to steal 
a march on that disease. 

A constablo named Tucker, of tho 
Dovon police, was in pursuit of a girl 
who had committed felony, when sho 
jumped into a canal with tho view of 
escaping. Tho policeman followed 
her into tho water, when both sank. 
Their lifeless bodies wore recovered an 
hour later. Tho girl was only fourteen 
years of ago. 

An American firm is now importing 
into tho Loudon market 150 tons of 
frosh meat per week. It sells at the 
samo price as tho best Scotch beef, and 
is being largoly purchased for West 
End shops. 

Tho Salford analyst calculates that 
tho pcoplo of that borough pay X35,- 
000 a yoar for water used in milk adul- 
teration. 

Tho population of Prussia, numbers, 
according to 'tho consus statistics just 
taken 25,700,000. Berlin has waxed 
fat at tho rate of seventeen por cent 
over tho last census; Dusseldorf, ton 
por cent; Weisbadon, seven por cent; 
Cologne, six per cent. PruHsians tiro 
predisposed in favor of children — 
''Kindorn" is a sacred word. 



A German has so far deciphered tho 
hoiroglyphic records sufficiently to 
prove that one of tho pyramids wns 
built 3,010 before Christ, which is 1,- 
000 years earlier ti an any chronologi- 
cal date previously established. This 
fixes the building of the pyramids at a 
period considerably boforo tho bibli- 
cal dato of tho deluge. 

At Thames Police Court, Captain 
Munro, of the ship Sophia, was lined 
i!5 for having kept a seamen in irons 
for eight hours. Tho Magistrate added 
that tho man might bring action for 
false imprisonment. 

Tho Duke of Cambridge has notified 
that it is contrary to the rules of tho 
service for soldiers to take of their 
oaps aud cheer tho Queen, and that 
tho proper way to respect Her Majes- 
ty is to salute in tho usual military 
fashion. 

Steps will be taken by tho commo- 
doro on the Australian Station to pun- 
ish the natives of tho island in the 
Aurora group at which tho boat's crow 
of tho merchant vessel Lcelia were 
massacred some months since.

The Debentures Act, 1876. 

Wo understand tiat a cortain local fl- 
naneier, after oonaultation with an emin- 
ent legal gentleman on the questions rain- 
ed bv us on tuo Debentures Act, has 
withdrawn his bid for a large amount.— 
Standard of yesterday. 

The above is the first instance that 
baa como under our notice where a 
newspaper published in a country has 
attempted, by a resort to the most un- 
blushing falsehood, to damage the 
crodit of that country. A. Govern- 
ment is always fair game within cor. 
tain bounds; but it ought to bo the 
earnest effort of the Press, while 
striking a Government, to spare the 
country. It is something now that 
political warfare should be carried to 
such a length that a newspaper is 
found gloating over tho alleged ruin 
of tho public credit. Suppose there 
were truth in tho above paragraph, 
who would be tho sufferers ? Not the 
members of tho Government. Should 
tho debentures sink to zero, salaries 
would still be secure. It would be the 
whole country that would loso by the 
destruction of its credit. Government 
supporters, as well as those who op- 
pose tho Govornmont, must bo losers 
by a depreciation of tho public bonds. 
Wo are told that a "cortain local finan- 
cior * * * on tho questions raised 
by us * * * has withdrawn his bid." 
The paragraph is utterly untrue in its 
character. The "local rinaucier" is a 
myth; but had hoaii oxistenco beyond 
tho diseased imagination of our con- 
temporary, tho mere fact that he at- 
tached crodonco to any statement ap- 
pearing iu that paper would bo suffi- 
cient to stamp him as a person unfit to 
have the control of money, and as one 
over whom a commission of lunacy 
would probably appoint a guardian to 
administor his affairs. In another 
part of the same issue exception is tak- 
en to the Debentures Act, 1870, bo- 
cause it does not contain a clause fix- 
ing tho period for redemption. An 
official copy of the debentures, which 
we print by authority to-day, proves 
that they are redeemable at the end 
of two years. Once cancelled they 
cannot bo again issued, and 
tho Government reserves to it- 
self the right to redeem tho deben- 
tures at any time after the expiration 
of two years from the date of issue 
upon six months' notice being given to 
tho holder. What is wrong about that? 
The principle has been admitted in 
this and other countries over and over 
again in the case of temporary loans. 
As far back as 18G2 we find tho Gov- 
ernment of Sir James Douglas reserv- 
ing to itself the right to call in and 
cancel debentures issuod under a tem- 
porary loan act upon giving only thirty 
days' notice! No ono objected to taking 
up tho loan with that condition attach- 
ed any more than, savo the 
"Standard," anyono now objects 
to the six months' redemption 
clause in the Act under discussion. In 
a temporary loan act for £75,000, pas- 
sed in 1870 by tho Legislature of Brit- 
ish Columbia, we find the very princi- 
ple to which our contemporary objects. 
Tho Governor is "authorized and em- 
powered, from time to time, or at any 
time, before tho expiration of the said loan 
thereby created, upon giving six calen- 
dar months' notice to redeorn tho de- 
bentures." Wo have no doubt that 
othor authorities exist; but those we 
have quoted will suffico for to-day. We 
have it on record that tho loans subjoct 
to this provision were floated with ease 
hero and in tho London market. So 
much for tho objoction of our contem- 
porary who further says, speaking of 
Loan Act of 1871: 

"The Walkem Government never oven 
attempted to float for that amount but 
simply deposited a portion of tho deben- 
tures issued under this Act as collateral 
security for money obtained on short dates 
from the Bank of British Columbia and 
there was a rivalry between the local Banks 
to advance money to the Province under 
such conditions, at C per cent, interest per 
annum." 

If thero was a rivalry botwoen the 
local Banks to advanco money at six 
per cent., how will our contemporary 
explain tho conduct of tho Walkem 
Government in borrowing $30,000 of 
Sir James Douglas at eight per cent. 
on tho security of $33,000 worth of 
debenture:, and 2 por cent, paid Ly 
way of commission; or tho doposit of 
§52,850 worth of debentures in the 
Bank of British Columbia as col- 
lateral security for an advanco 
at eight per cent.? Wo are curious 
to hear what explanation will bo given 
of that transaction. If tho local Banks 
wore in a fover of anxiety to advance 
money at six why was it borrowed at 
eight por cent.? and why wore tho sub- 
sidies placed in pawn ? Tho only 
pther poiut of our contemporary's ar- 



ticle worthy of notice is tho follow- 
ing: 

"Tho bonds will not be a first charge 
on tho consolidated revonuo of tho Pro- 
vince." 

What will the public say when we 
show them that tho Loan Act of 1874, 
which the 'Standard' is always laud- 
ing to tho skies as tho perfection of 
financial astuteness and ingenuity, 
contains the principle in tho solfsamo 
words as tho Act of 187G, which our 
contemporary is never tired of belabor- 
ing. Hero is tho clause from section 
one of the Act of 1871: 

"And such debentures sh"ll bo deemed 
a charge upon all tho revenue of tho said 
Province, from whatever source arising." 

The local Banks, remomber, thought 
tho security so good that they ran a 
race to the Treasury door to see which 
would capture tho loan at 6 per cent. 
Soction 4 of tho Act of 187G says: 

"And such debentures shall bo doomed 
a charge upon all tho revenue of the said 
Province from whatever sourco arising." 

But why pursue tho subject further. 
Every support on which tho 'Stand- 
ard' bases its untruths is knocked 
awny by tho quotations given above. 
Wo only regret to find that a newspa- 
per published in tho Province is so 
far carried away by a spirit of opposi- 
tion and factiousness towards tho Gov- 
ernment as to seek to damage tho cro- 
dit of tho entire Province and of every 
business man in it. But if merchants 
and mechanics who have claims against 
tho Government, for the discharge of 
which thoy depend upon tho sale of 
tho debentures, will tamely submit to 
havo tho dato of payment postponed 
indefinitely by the doubts that are 
cast on the value of tho debentures, 
wo havo nothing more to say. The 
Opposition owe it to thomselves to 
disclaim any responsibility for articles 
that damage all alike.

The Mayor took tho chair at a quarter 
to 8 o'clock. 

The minutoa of last, meeting having 
been rend aud continued, 

A COMMUNICATION 

Was road from tho Chief Commissioner 
of Lands & Works department in reply 
to a reqviost from the Corporation for a 
weighing machine, offering to rent a ma- 
chine to the Municipality for tho sum of 
S10 per annum on condition that tho 
Couueil guarantee to return it upon 15 
days' notice being given. 

Conn. Williams, seconded by Coun. 
Vigelius, moved that the City Clerk bo 
instructed to inform the Lauds Ac Works 
Department that their ofl'er was accepted. 
Carried. 

A report was read from tho City Sur- 
veyor to the effect that he considered Fin- 
layson's mill bridge unsafe for traffic, 
many of the piles beiug completely gone 
at tho foot and much of the brooury de- 
ficient. Tho planking, however, is Bound 
aud the structure could be made safe for 
two or three years at an outlay of 8250, 
and could be thoroughly repaired for 
8-150. Aiso, respecting tho sidewalks on 
tho oast and west Bides of Douglas street, 
crossing the ravino, that the supports and 
struts woro defectivo and tho wholo re- 
quired renailing and bringing up to a 
proper level; also, that a portion of tho 
brick culvert at the same point oxposing 
tho foundation to tho action of tho water. 

Coun. Williams moved that the City 
Surveyor be instructed to prepare speci- 
fications for tho repair of tin; bridgo and 
that tendors for tho work bo invited. 
Homo discussion took place but tho reso- 
lution was carried. 

Tho Poundkeopor's report showing re- 
ceipts for feed aud fees for the mouth of 
May, §30, was read and received. 

His Worship said he bad received in- 
formation from Mr. Moffat respecting an 
Indian who had died on Humboldt street, 
stating that the city v.'uuid have to nan to 
tho funeral as he was within tho city lim- 
its, and he had ordered a coffin to bo 
made for him. 

FINANCE. 

Tho following bills took tho usual

The General Synod of tho Disestab- 
lished Church of Ireland bjgan its au- 
uual meeting in Dublin on the 20th of 
April. The Primate presided. The fin- 
ancial statement of the year's proceedings 
was not bo satisfactory as could bo desir- 
ed. Tho total amount of contributions 
for Church purposes was £21S,.1 ( .)0 3s 8d, 
•gainst £250,021 '.Is Id for the previous 
year, showing a decrease of £38,521 18s 
Dd. In every department there is a fall- 
ing off. Tho assessment for stipends had 
specially fallen off. There are 1,850 
clorgymen officiating, and if the sums rais- 
ed among tho people for stipend were dis- 
tributed among all it would not yield an 
average income of more than £50 from 
voluntary sources, while a little moro 
than that sum added from the interest on 
capital would give a total avcrago income 
of not moro than £132. A penny a week 
from all tho members of the Church 
would yield, it is stated, fully £23,00(1 
moro than all that is contributed of volun- 
tary offorings.

A Mendacious Journal . 

[Mainland GmiriUu] 

The Victoria Standard, in a leador plen- 
tifully interspersed with sentences in 
largo caps, makes a violent attempt at a 
sonsat-'oual attack on tho Dominion offi- 
cials in Victoria. Tho effusion itself is 
quite charaete-istio of that papor, us it 
has beon conducted for some time back, 
and therefore is not likely to attract much 
attention outside of tho Standard offico, 
and tho victims which tho editor had de- 
termined to immolate on tho altar of spite 
iu tho shapo of Dominion officials do not 
seem to bo in the least way affected by 
tho tremendous revelations in large typo 
which the editor would lead tho public 
to beliove morits capital punishment. Our 
object at this moment is simply to point 
out to thoao who, not possessing informa- 
tion to enable them to judge for them- 
selves as to the truthfulness of tho state- 
ments made in tho leaders of tho Stand- 
aed, and who might form orronoous im- 
pressions, that tho present instance af- 
fords the best illustration for their guid- 
ance It would appear that in tending 
off the p.irty of surveyors by tho Douglas 
to Gardiner's Inlet tho time required for 
the examination of the locality and tho 
return to Victoria was estimated without 
reference to tho obstacles thoy mot with 
in tho shape of ice and snow. Tho result 
was an unlocked for detention, which 
gavo rise to tho fears for tho safety 
of tho party, which led to tho dis- 
patch of the Otter in search of them. Onr 
Lieutenant-Governor communicated with 
the authorities at Ottawa, and instruc- 
tions were sent to tho agent at Victoria, 
who followed them out to tho letter, and 
had therefore no power, if ho had tha in- 
clination, to control tho movements of 
tho steamer Otter As to the cook-and-a- 
bull story about tho land grabbing, it 
is cither pure invontion, or was done by 
porsons wholly unknown to the agent : 
the records alluded to, wo havo ascer- 
tained, were placed on tho books at the 
Laud Office a month before the Otter went 
up tho coast, therefore, havo no connec- 
tion whatever with tho trip of that slimm- 
er, but supposing that the agent had the 
samo dioposition as tho laud grabbers of 
Texada celebrity to poach upon tho peo- 
ple's domain, ho surely possesion moro 
intelligence than to bo connectod with 
pre-empting land at eithor Buto Inlet or 
Deano's Canal, sinco neither of these 
places will ever bo choson for the termi- 
nus to tho Canadian Paciiio Railway. It 
will, theroforo, bo soeu that tho facts up- 
on which the attack in question— intend- 
ed to do serious injury to tho reputatson 
of gentlemen who aro entrusted with re- 
sponsible positions iu tho Province — is 
based, aro tho more invontions of the ed- 
itor, and wholly devoid of truth. The 
spirit that gavo rise to tho cowardly at- 
tack, and tlio journal that published the 
article, should be carefully noted by the 
public.

ber for tho University of Loudon. Mr. 
Lewis prosed for a long time on his 
subject, but he mado a hit when he 
said it was currently asserted that tho 
right hou. gentleman (Mr. Lowe) al- 
luded to the late Prime Minister (Mr. 
Gladstone) and the late Lord Palm- 
erstou, but the living ex-Prime Minis- 
ter had denied the assertion, and tho 
doad ono could not bo there to toll 
the story. (Hear, hear.) This was 
not a mere after-dinner speech. There 
was too much tho character of prepa- 
ration about it to let it bo supposed 
that it was delivered by a. gentleman 
who did not. kuow what ho was about. 
Ho believed it was a most deliborato 
political attack on the part of an ex- 
Minister upon his political opponents. 
(Hoar, hear.) Ho could not suppose 
that tho right hon. gentleman's object 
was to degrudo an exalted personage 
It was to degrade uml insult the Con- 
servative party. (Cries of "Order.") 
Tho last sentence caused tbo Speak- 
er to call him to order, but tho Con- 
servative benches cheered vigorously 
all the Bamo. Thus encouraged, Mr. 
Lewis went, on and charged tho ex- 
Chancellor with "setting himself to 
work to abuse tbo Crown and tho 
members of this Houso." 

On rising Mr. Lowe was received 
with choors, some of them genuine, 
coming from the Liberal sido, others 
ironical. Ho was in his finest and 
loftiest vein, pooh-poohed Mr. Lowis, 
Retford, and his own speech, and after 
fifteen minutes' talk sat down, having 
scornfully declined to explain anything. 
Ho held that "the lion, and learned gen- 
tleman had stated every one of his own 
points in a tone very offensive to him. 
Ho had chosen to adopt that course, but 
ho entirely denied tho right of any mem- 
ber of this Bouse to call him to account 
foranything w.iich ho might say at a meet- 
ing in the country, unless by doing so he 
had infringed the privileges of the Houso." 
Then followed a speech from the Premier 
such as is seldom heard in the House of 
Commons. A gentleman who has sat in 
that Chamber many years told me he 
never saw Mr, Disraeli so excited, su 
moved. Ho was pallid with emotion, 
spoke; in a tone much lower than is usual 
with him -so low indeed, that he was im- 
perfectly heard by tbo reporters in tho 
gallery. He annihilated Mr. Lowe's 
speech at Retford, and would have finish- 
ed tho parliamentary career of a man more 
impressionablo than tho member for Lon- 
don University. Ho rose to the height of 
invective with which in younger days ho 
had denounced Pod and O'Connell. 1 
take only two sentences from his speech 
as specimens of his style: "Tho right hon. 
gentleman must havo felt tho whole time, 
whilo ho was affecting to vindicate the 
freedom of speech necessary ut meetings 
of Englishmen —he must have felt that it 
was not the boisterous festivity of the 
East Retford assembly that has led to 
these painful enquiries, but that it was 
the circumstance that a politician, and a 
politician of a distinguished character, 
who had holdahigh aud responsible offloe 
— (hear, hear] — should have, while the 
country was interested in the discussion 
of a great public question, taken tho op- 
portunity of making statements which 
woro monstrous if they were true — I hear, 
hear, and choors)— but if they were not 
true must be described by an epithet I 
cannot find in my vocabulary. (Hear, 
hear, and loud cheers.) Sir, did tho 
right hon. gentleman, or did he not, inti- 
mate — nut insinuate, but I say broadly 
state — to the peopio of these countries 
that the Royal Titles measure was intro- 
duced to the notice of Parliament by the 
unconstitutional, tho personal inlluence 
of the Sovereign? (Cries of hear, hear, 
which an hon. gentleman on tho Opposi- 
tion Hide persistently and loudly repeated) 
What? (Renewed cries of hear, bear.) 
[ ask. did ho, or did he not, take that oc- 
casion to hold up to public prejudice, aud 
I will say public infamy, and ignominy— 
(hear, hear, loud cries of "Oh, oh," and 
cheers) — tho circumstances detailed by 
tho right hon. gontleman, that after tho 
gracious Sovereign had been twice baulk- 
ed aud baftled in her appeal to presiding 
Ministers, she was bound to find a servile 
instrument to carry out her wishes, and 
that sho had found such an instrument. 
(Tremendous cheering and counter cheer- 
ing, during which Mr. Disraoli, speaking 
with great animation, mado some remark 
which was not hoard.) Bo concluded 
thus:— Now, I speak with tho greatest 
difficulty at this moment, and 1 can only 
speak with the indulgence of tho Houso. 
I have the authority of Her Majesty to 
make a statement on her part, but at tho 
saino timo, as 1 havo felt it my duty to 
place boforo Hor Majesty that it is not ac- 
cording to tho rules of tho House of Com- 
mons that, the name of tho Sovereign can 
bo introduced— (Opposition cheers) — 
without tho permission of the House, it 
rests with tho House. (Loud cheering 
and counter cheering.) If the House 
wishes mo to go on I shall go on. (Re- 
newed cheering and counter cheering, 



during which tho right hon. gentleman 
resumed his seat.) 

Hero the Speaker interrupted him. Ris- 
ing again he added- There can hardly be 
a question that tho statement I am about 
to make is not to influence any opinion 
or decision, but it is merely a statement 
on tho part of Hor Majesty that thoro is 
not the slightest foundation for tho state- 
ment which has been made. (Hear, hear, 
aud loud cheers.) That sho made any 
proposition such as that described • in the 
Retford Speech to any Ministry at anv 
time is utterly unfounded— (loud cheer- 
ing and counter cheering — and tho state- 
ment is meroly of that sort of calumnious 
gossip— (Oh, oh)— which unfortunately, 
1 suppose, must always prevail, hut which 
one certainly did not supposo would come 
from the mouth of a Privy Councillor, and 
from o/io who h id been a Cabinet Minis- 
ter. (Loud cheering and counter cheer- 
ing.) 

Tnoro wero two other speeches, and 
then before the division boll was rung tho 
Houso as usual was cleared. Mr. Lowo 
stalked out with tho ironical cheers of tho 
Tories ringing in his oars, as ho passed 
their benches from his own seat on tho 
Opposition bench, in as pitiable a plight 
as ever a man loft the House. But he is 
not the man to bo affected by what has 
taken place, though ho can hardly be deaf 
altogether to tho voice of public opinion. 

A Strange Story. 

One of tho most singular canes in 
criminal records has' just beeu brought 
to light m tho Bow-street Court in 
London. By tho merest chance of a 
miscarried lotter.a plot was discovered 
to tako tho life of a person by tho 
most deliberate and caroful moans, in 
which plot the person whoso life was 
to bo taken is belioved to havo taken a 
prominent if not tho leading part. The 
facts, as far as developed, aro these: It 
seems that a letter was returned un- 
called for, and found its way into tho 
dead-letter oilico at St. Martiu's-lo- 
Grand. Tho clerk who read tho lot- 
tor found its contents so extraordinary 
that ho doomed it his duty to commun- 
icate it to his chief. It proved to be 
written by a young medical student 
named Vance. After saying that" there 
is risk of discovery iu whatever mode 
of death," Vance wont on to explain 
at length a dovice by which tho desir- 
ed death might bo accomplished, and 
at tho samo timo tho avenging steps of 
justice arrested. Tho instrument of 
death was chloral, and with a coolness 
which would bo amusing wero it not 
so ghastly he remarks that tho prison- 
ers Pritohafd and Palmer woro indeed 
detected, but that "they lived beforo 
thoso choral times. " Death having on- 
sued, suspicious circumstances wero to 
be admitted when tho caso camo be- 
fore the Coroner, in tho hope that no 
roal eluo would bo found, and that a 
verdict of "death by misadventuro" 
might bo obtained. Considering that 
this lotter was, in all probability, writ- 
ton to the very person upon whom the 
experiment was to bo attompted, 
young Dr. Vance's suggestions are 
nothing less than amazing. Ho says: 
"If you like, choral might bo admin- 
istered to a dog or a cat, or you 
might try yourself an ordinary dose 
and bo thereby cognizant of tho bona 
iides of the agent." Ho then tolls his 
correspondent that he wishes an early 
meeting, "to have it off my mind," 
which is natural and, very luckily 
for tho police, procoeds to givo the 
correct address of tho office in which he 
was at work, and where, as he says, by 
the way, he has access to tho "drugs, 
bottlos and labels !" 

Young Dr. Vance was thus easily 
found at one end of tho string; aud 
tho devices of thopolico soon discover- 
ed that a woman was at tho other end. 
Letters camo asking for the miscarried 
letter; and by responding to those, 
and watching for tho person who ask- 
ed for tho responses, a woman name d 
Helen Smoe was duly caught and ar- 
rested. Meanwhile, Vance himself 
delivered into the hands of tho police 
a letter, presumably written by her, 
which evidently indicated that Helen 
Since was tho person whose lifo was to 
be sacrificed. "I am tired of lifo," 
sho said in this letter. "I could do a 
great deal of good to a person I am in- 
terested in by leaving tho world just 
now; aud, ono way or other, I am re- 
solved to do so; but, if possible, I 
should prefer not to wound the feel- 
ings of tho person who will gain most 
by my death by allowing it to bo sup- 
posed voluntary." The arrest of 
Helen Since to a certain degree clear- 
ed up tho mystery. Sho had adver- 
tised for tho assistance of a medical 
man, and Vauco had answered tho ad- 
vertisement. Her proposal to him was 
that, to accomplish her object of put- 
ting an ond, as it would now appear, 
to her own existence, sho would pay 
£100; and as an instalment sho had in 
fact remitted him two guineas. She 
admitted that sho had already receiv- 
ed "somo drug in a paper and some 
stuff in a bottle" from Vauco, but had 
not hud tho courage to tako thorn, "as 
thoy smelt so horrible." It would also 
appear that sho either wished to 
die in order that, by hor will, she 
might bonelit somo unknown person, 
perhaps a lovor, or that sho was try- 
ing to learn tho secrots of toxicology 
under this protouco in order to do 
murder. In either view, her conduct 
is most extraordinary, and whatever 
may be said of her motivo or criminal 
intent, no opithot could bo too severe 
for the medical studontwho, fora pal- 
try hundred pounds, could enter so 
coolly and deliberately into a murder- 
ous conspiracy. 



Great Bridge JElnterorises. 

This appears to bo an ago of stupen- 
dovs entorpises in the way of bridgo 
building. No soonor is one work of 
this kind completed than we have 
multiplied projects for others, each 
moro difficult and daring than its pre- 
decessor. The bridgo now in process 
of construction between New York and 
Brooklyn is tho most formidable work 
of tho kind yet undertaken. Sinco tho 
iucoption of this enterprise numerous 
others havo beon started or suggested 
iu various parts of tho country. It is 
now contemplated to build a second 
bridge to connect New York with its 
suburban population on tho western 
shore of Long Island, a few miles 
above that which will soon span tho 
East River from the City Hall park. 

There is also another for which a 
contract has just boon let, which is to 
cross tho Hudson at Poughkeepsie by 
live spans of 520 feet each. This will 
bo what is termed an underground or 
deck bridgo, having railway tracks 
above and a carriage way bolow. Its 
total length will bo 1,500 foot. Tho 
erection of tho structure is understood 
to bo a preliminary step to the pro- 
posed opening of a new lino of rail- 
road between Now York aud Chicago, 
which, it is affirmed, will bo but 921 
miles in length, or 59 miles shorter 
than tho shortest existing route. 

A gigantic new bridgo is also about 
to bo built across tho St. Lawrence at 
Montreal, to accommodate street care, 
carriages and foot passengers, as well 
as railroad traffic. A viaduct -1,800 
feet long, in 20 spans, will conduct 
from Sherbrooke stroot to the river, 
live spans of 000 foot each will oross 
the river to St. Helen's island, which 
will bo traversed by a viaduct with 20 
spans of 120 feet each, while 12 spaus 
will ci'oss tho unnavigablo channel 
south of tho island — making the total 
length of tho bridgo 10,200 foet, or 
nearly two miles. The bridge will 
cross the navigable river channel at 
an elovatiou of 130 feet above tho 
water. 

The longest iron bridge in tho Uni- 
ted States is the St. Charles bridgo 
over tho Missouri river, which, with 
its seven spaus and opposite river ap- 
proaches, is 0,535 feet in length. Tho 
greatest engineering difficulty which 
had to bo encountered in planning this 
structure, was tho strength required 
for its. central piers, the caissons for 
constructing which had to bo carried 
down from 54 to 7(5 feet through wa- 
ter, quicksand, large boulders aud 
heavy imbedded driftwood, and plant- 
ed with sufficient firmness to resist 
froshot rises of 40 feet, with a current 
of nino and a half miles an hour of 
flood speed, often carrying floating 
islands 300 feet in diameter and draw- 
ing 20 feot of water. All these diffi- 
culties havo been overcomo at nearly 
double the estimated cost, however, 
and the bridge now stands as ono of 
the proudest, monuments of successful 
American engineering. 



"The Song oi' tho Shirt." 

(From thu London Obserrer.) 

Ladios will often hud iu the cvi- 
douce given at coroner's inquests a 
wholesome contrast to the "unmean- 
ing nothings" that makes up so much 
of modern society. For instance, a 
story which means something, was 
told at an inquest held last week at 
tbo St. Martin's Vestry Hall, Charing 
Cross, on tho body of Ada Filo, aged 
22. The deceased, it appeared, occu- 
pied one room in a lodging-house with 
an older sister. Since tiie death of 
her mother the two girls had gained a 
precarious liviug by needlework. All, 
ono Saturday and Sunday morning, 
when many other girls woro at the op- 
era or at church, Ada File was sewing 
and stitching, her only food during 
the long hours of her work being ono 
cup of tea on Saturday afternoon. 
About five on Sunday afternoon sho 
suddenly gavo a loud shriek and fell 
back dead. Her death,- according to 
medical evidence and the verdict of 
the jury, was caused by the failure of 
tho action of tho heart, produced by 
overwork and want of solid food. 
Thus died Ada File, nobly fighting 
tho battle to tho last, and leaving a 
sad aud suggestive story to point at 
least one important moral. This poor 
girl would gladly havo devoured food 
which many a pampered domestic ser- 
vant would scout from the kitchen 
table. Sho might in many a house- 
hold havo found a comfortable home, 
far lighter occupation, and better pay 
as eithor cook or housemaid than that 
on which she was starved to death; 
but it is only too probable that her 
education had not been such as to lit 
her for any employment more remun- 
erative and healthy than tho wretched 
drudgery to which sho at last fell a 
victim.
